Dr. tmogene Mixson, Academic Dean 
at George C. Wallace State Community 
College in Dothan, authored an article 
published in the Fall 1983 edition of 

Teaching English in the Two-Year Col¬ 
lege. 

The magazine is published under the 
auspices of the “Program for Two-Year 
College English Teachers,” Department 
of English, East Carolina University 
Greenville, S.C. 

Her article was entitled “Making 

Group-Work Work in the Writing 
Classroom.” 

Dr. Mixson points out that the demand 
for computer literacy, overcrowded 
classrooms and excessive inin¬ 
dividualism point up the need for re¬ 
evaluating teaching techniqes for 
greater efficiency in a humane at¬ 
mosphere. 

Determined to make group-work more 
than just a waste of time, she developed 
the necessary logistics and established 
procedures to transform group-work into 
a pleasant productive activity. 

She organized the students into 
groups and then required the groups to 
report their findings to the entire class. 

“Despite the fact that the group-work 
demands lots of time...and that it results 
in a noisy, mobile classroom, we must 
promote this student-to-student and 
student-to-teacher dialogue throughout 
the writing process and thus make a 
significant contribution to our 
students,” Dr. Mixson concluded. “A 
classroom that shows concern and ap¬ 
preciation for each human being also ef¬ 
fects improved writing.” 

Not claiming this technique to be a 
panacea for all students and teachers, 
Dr. Mixson believes it is one way to offer 
hope as we confront increasingly com¬ 
puterized classrooms and demands for 
greater competency. 

"We must devise new ways of talking 
and listening to each other,” she 
declares.

GSJC Receives Machine for Blind 


Gadsden State Junior College 
has received, as a gift from 
Xerox, a Kurzweil Reading 
Machine, the first device which 
can scan and convert to syn¬ 
thetic speech nearly any book or 
typewritten page printed in 
English. 

By reading most books and 
printed material, the KRM gives 
blind students access to the 
resources of a college library 
without solely depending on 
readers, Braille books or 
specially recorded editions of 
books or magazine. This is par¬ 
ticularly important for students 
pursuing technical and profes¬ 
sional careers, since scholar¬ 
ship or reserve materials are 
often difficult for readers and 
are rarely available in Braille or 
on tape. To use the KRM, the 
user places material face down 
on the glass surface of the 
machine’s desktop scanner. A 
separate, compact control panel 
is then activated by the user 
which causes the reading 
machine’s camera to 
automatically locate the first

line of text and begin scanning 
the page. Within a few seconds 
an electronic voice is heard 
reading the material. 

Thirty-eight controls allow the 
reader to perform many difficult 
reading functions - speeding up 
or slowing down the reading 
rate, repeating the previous few 
lines or words, spelling out 
words which may be obscure, 
announcing punctuation and 
capitalization, and marking cer¬ 
tain words or phrases for late" 
reference.

The heart of the Kurzweil 
Reading Machine is an “omni¬ 
font” optical character recogni¬ 
tion system which scans and 
recognizes printed characters. 
A small computer within the 
machine finds the lines of text 
on the page, recognizes the let¬ 
ters and groups them into 
words. Another computer 
handles pronunciation which is 
accomplished through the use 
of a sophisticated, unlimited 
vocabulary , speech synthesis 
algorithm. This program corn- 


dent of Gadsden State Junior College, 
and Dr. Lyle Darrow, Vice Chancellor of 
Postsecondary Education. 


putes the correct pronunciation 
of each word and also adds the 
appropriate intonation pattern 
to each spoken sentence. 

The KRM is not just for 
reading, it can also be used as 
an advanced talking calculator. 
It can perform and announce 
aloud not only ordinary com¬ 
putations but complex 
logarithmic, trigometric, and ex¬ 
ponential functions as well. 

Because it can read typed as 
well as printed material, blind 
students can use the reading 
machine for reviewing handouts 
and proofreading their own 
class assignments. 

The reading machine, valued 
at $29,800, is made by Kurzweil 
Computer Products, a Xerox 
company, based in Cambridge, 
Mass. Gadsden State Junior 
College is one of only 200 col¬ 
leges and universities in the na¬ 
tion to receive a KRM. 

The colleges and universities 
who received the Kurzweil 
Reading Machines were chosen 
on the basis of their commit¬ 
ment to the education of blind 
sudents as well as for the quali¬ 
ty of their academic programs. 

In addition to the gift of the 
machine, an intensive training 
program was provided for staff 
members f rom each recipient in¬ 
stitution by the Kurzweil Com¬ 
pany in their office in Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass. John White, direc¬ 
tor of Gadsden State's learning 
resources center, went to Cam¬ 
bridge for the training sessions. 
According to White, “The train¬ 
ing program for the reading 
machine was very intensified. 
The 2 day training session was 
conducted on a one to one basis 
and I was trained as if I were 
blind.” 

“It was quite an experience,” 
White said. 

Gadsden State’s KRM is 
located in the Meadows Learn¬ 
ing Resources Center. It is 
available to students and 
anyone from the community 
who could benefit from its ser¬ 
vices.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
Alabama Junior and Community 
College Association 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization will be the 
Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association. 


ARTICLE II. LOGO 

The official logo for the Association 
shall be an outline of the State of 
Alabama over which is superimposed 
the letters ajcca (lower case letters in 
boldface type). To the upper right of the 
state outline shall be written the name 
of the Association in lower case tetters 
-alabama junior and community college 
association. 


ARTICLE 111. PURPOSE 

It will be the purpose of the Association 
to promote development and advance¬ 
ment of junior and community college 
education in Alabama by: 

a. Promoting the best possible con¬ 
ditions for professional service; 

b. Encouraging professional growth; 

c. Improving articulation and 
cooperation with other levels of 
education; 

e. Identifying needs and problems of 
Alabama junior and community 
colleges through research and 
similar activities and com¬ 
municating these to appropriate 
agencies for action; and 


e. Providing communication about 
and among the Alabama junior 
and community colleges. 


ARTICLE IV. MEMBERSHIP 

Four classes of membership are 
established; Individual, Associate, In¬ 
stitutional, and Affiliate. 

a. Individual membership is open to 
all full-time employees of 
Alabama junior and community 
Colleges. Individual membership 
carries the right to vote on 
business of the Association. In¬ 
dividual membership dues shall 
be established by the Executive 
Board. 

b. Associate membership, upon ap¬ 
proval of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee, is open to individuals whose 
professional activities are closely 
related to the functions and pur¬ 
poses of Alabama junior and com¬ 
munity colleges. This is an 
honorary, nonvoting, membership 
and no dues will be assessed. 

c. Institutional membership, upon 
payment of annual dues is open to 
all Alabama junior and community 
colleges. Dues for institutional 
membership shall be established 
by the Exeutive Board. 

d. Affiliate membership, upon ap¬ 
proval of the Executive Committee 
and payment of annual dues, is 
open to organizations and institu¬ 
tions whose activities are 
recognized as being closely 
related to the functions and pur¬ 
poses of Alabama junior and com¬ 
munity colleges. Dues for affiliate 
membership shall be established 
by the Executive Board. 

e. The membership year will cover 
the period April 1 - March 31- 


ARTICLE V. OFFICERS 
Section I. Officers. 

a. The officers of this Association 
will be president, vice- 

president/president-elect, 
secretary, treasurer, immediate 
past-president, and parlimen- 
tarian. 

b. The vice-president/president-elect 
will serve as president during the 
succeeding year. In case the 
elected president does not serve 
the full year, the vice¬ 
president/president-elect will 
complete the term. If the vice¬ 


president/president-elect serves 
more than six months as presi¬ 
dent, this will constitute his/her 
year in office as president. If 
he/she serves less than six mon¬ 
ths, he/she will serve as president 
during the following year. 

Section 2. Selection of Officers. 

a. A Nominating Committee (con¬ 
sisting of three or more members 
of the Association) will be ap¬ 
pointed by the president with the 
advice and consent of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee. It will be the 
duty of the nominating committee 
to place in nomination two or 
more candidates for the offices of 

vice-president/president-elect and 

treasurer to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. The Executive Committee 
will then conduct the election and 
be prepared to announce at the 
annual meeting the names of 
those elected.. 

b. The president , vice- 
president/president-elect, and 
treasurer will be elected by the 
membership of the Association. A 
majority of votes cast will con¬ 
stitute election. 

c. The secretary will be appointed by 

the incoming president. 

d. The parlimentarian will be ap¬ 
pointed by the incoming presi¬ 
dent. 

e. The officers will assume office 
upon adjournment of the annual 
convention. 


Section 3. Duties of officers. 

a. The president will preside at 
meetings of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee and at the annual conven¬ 
tion, will represent the Associa¬ 
tion in all matters pertaining to 
the Association, will call meetings 
of the Executive Committee, will 
appoint the secretary and 
parlimentarian, and will authorize 
expenditure and payment of 
Association funds. 

b. The vice-president/president-elect 

will perform those duties assign¬ 
ed by the president, and will per¬ 
form the duties of the president 
during his/her absence.

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c. The treasurer will receive all 
money for the Association and 
make payment of Association 
funds upon authorization of the 
president. At the annual conven¬ 
tion he/she will submit a report of 
the receipts and expenditures for 
the preceding year. 

d. The secretary will record meetings 
of the Association and of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee. He/She will 
maintain a list of the entire 
membership in all classes of 
membership and will perform 
other duties as assigned by the 
Executive Committee. 

e. The parlimentarian will perform 
such duties as prescribed by 

Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised. 


ARTICLE VI. MEETINGS 

Section 1. There will be an annual con¬ 
vention of the Association, 
the time and place selected 
by the Executive Commit¬ 
tee. 

Section 2. All individual members pre¬ 
sent and attending the 
business session will be en¬ 
titled to vote. (Addressed in 
Art. IV, a.) 


ARTICLE VII. COMMISSIONS. 

Section 1. The following commissions 

are established to carry out 
activities consistent with 
the purposes of the 
Association as are herein 
prescribed. 


a. Commission of Faculty 

b. Commission on Administration 

c. Commission on Students 

d. Commission on Supportive Per¬ 
sonnel 


Section 2. Determination of member¬ 
ship and officers. 

a. Each Commission will be compos¬ 
ed of the elected chairperson or 
president of each primary interest 
group within the commission. 

Section 2. Each Commission will elect 

a chairperson and vice¬ 
chairperson at the annual 
convention to assume of¬ 
fice at the adjournment of 
the annual convention. 


Section 3. Commission responsibility 

will include the following: 

a. Hold at least one business 
meeting each year. This meeting 
will be held during the annual con¬ 
vention of the Association. 

b. Create procedural bylaws to 
facilitate the activities of the 
various interest groups within the 
Commission. 

c. Recommend to the Executive 
Committee within the commis¬ 
sion's sphere of interest. 

d. Coordinate the planning of the an¬ 
nual convention programs for the 
interest groups within the com¬ 
mission. 

e. Articulate among Association 
members and between them and 
other educational institutions. 

f. Promote and support effec¬ 
tiveness practices within the com¬ 
mission’s sphere of interest. 

g. Submit proposed budgets for con¬ 
vention expenses, based on in¬ 
terest group requests, to the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee for approval 
prior to the convention on a date 
established by the president. 


ARTICLE VIII. INTEREST GROUPS 

Section 1. Interest groups will be 

established within each 
commission to carry out ac¬ 
tivities consistent with the 
purposes of the commis¬ 
sions and the Association. 
Interest groups may be 
established by petitioning 
the Executive Committee 
with a minimum of ten (10) 
names of individuals who 
wish to participate in said 
interest group. The Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee will have 
the right of approval or re¬ 
jection of the petition. Ap¬ 
provals will be added to the 
list of interest groups 
meeting at the annual con¬ 
vention and the president 
shall appoint an acting 
chairperson whose respon¬ 
sibility it shall be to 
organize the session for the 
annual convention at which 
time formal organization of 
the proposed interest group 
will occur. 

Section 2. The following primary in¬ 
terest groups are establish¬ 
ed within the commissions:

6. Directors of Community Ser- 
vices 

7 . Additional groups as needed 

c. Commission on students 
(reflects those currently 
operating)

4. Directors/Coordinators of 
veterans affairs 

5. Additional groups as needed 

c. Commission on Supportive Per¬ 
sonnel (reflects those currently 
operating) 

1. Secretarial 

2. Service-Maintenance 

3 . Additional groups as needed 


Section 3. Each primary interest group 

will elect a chairperson and 
any other officers deemed 
advisable a vice- 
chairperson. Election of the 
chairperson and vice- 
chairperson will be held at 
the annual business 
meeting of the interest 
group. 

Section 4. Interest groups may be 

discontinued upon decision 
by vote of its members and 
such notification to the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee. in¬ 
terest groups may also be 
discontinued by Ihe Ex-

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ecutive Committee when it 
is determined that insuffi¬ 
cient interest remains for 
the group to continue func¬ 
tioning as evidenced by at¬ 
tendance at group sessions 
at two consecutive annual 
meetings. 


ARTICLE IX. COMMITTEES 
Section 1. Executive Committee 

a. The members of the Executive 
Committee will be the president, 

vi ce-p res ident/p resident-elect, 

treasurer, the immediate past- 
president, the chairperson and 
Vice-chairperson of the Commis¬ 
sion on Administration, the 
chairperson and vice-chairperson 
of the Commission on Faculty, the 
chairperson and vice-chairperson 
n commission on Students, 
the chairperson and vice- 
chairperson of the Commission on 
Support Personnal, the the 
chairperson of the Legislative Af¬ 
fairs Committee. The secretary 
and the parliamentarian of the 
Association will serve as non- 
voting members of the Executive 
Committee. The ex-officio non- 
voting members of the Executive 
Committee will be the Chief State 
School Officer or his/her 
designee, the Executive Director 
of the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education or his/her 
designee, and a representative of 
the Postsecondary Council of 
Presidents. A publications editor 
appointed by the president will 
serve on the Executive Committee 
as a non-voting member. 

b. The duties of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee will be to plan the annual 
convention, review recommenda¬ 
tions of the Commissions, serve 
as the membership committee, 
and carry out such activities as 
may be assigned by the Associa¬ 
tion. The Executive Committee 
has the power to establish 
policies for effective operation of 
the Association within the 
guidelines of the Constitution 
The Executive Committee may 
recommend action on matters 
referred to the Association. 

c. Upon the resignation or in¬ 
capacitation of an officer, with the 
exception of the president, the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee will appoint a 
member to fill the unexpired term. 

d. The Executive Committee will 
meet immediately after the annual 
business meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion and will hold at least one ad¬ 
ditional meeting each year. 


e. A majority of the voting member¬ 
ship of the Executive Committee 
will constitute a quorum for the 
purpose of conducting meetings. 

Section 2. Nominating Committee 

a. The Nominating Committee will 
be appointed by the president 
with the advice and consent of the 
Executive Committee and will con¬ 
sist of three or more members of 
the Association. Article V, Sec¬ 
tion 2-a specifies the duties of the 
Nominating Committee. 

b. Voting. The election will be hand 

vote unless a secret ballot is re¬ 
quested. 

Section 3. Legislative Affairs Commit¬ 
tee 

a. This committee will represent the 
legislative interest of the Associa¬ 
tion. This includes submitting to 
the Executive Committee pro¬ 
posals for legislation, initiating 
desirable legislation, and 
cooperating with other educa¬ 
tional commissions, departments, 
and organizations (such as AEA 
and ACHE), and the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education in the promo¬ 
tion of legislation for the welfare 
of postsecondary education. 

b. Members of the committee wilf be 

appointed by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. 

c. Appointments to this committee 
will be representative of the ad¬ 
ministrative, faculty, student ser¬ 
vices, and support personnel 
segments of the organizations. 

Section 4. Other standing committees. 

A Publication Committee, 
appointed by the president, 
and an Auditing Committee, 
composed of two persons 
employed at member in¬ 
stitutions other than those 
represented on the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, will be 
appointed by the president 
to carry out such duties as 
designated by the Executive 
Committee. 

Section 4. Publication Committee 

a. A Publication Committee, ap¬ 
pointed by the president, will carry 
out such duties as designated by 
the executive Committee. 

Section 5. Auditing Committee 

a. An Auditing Committee, compos¬ 
ed of two persons employed at 
member institutions other than 
those represented on the Ex¬ 


ecutive Committee, will be ap¬ 
pointed by the president to carry 
out such duties as designated by 
the Executive Committee. 


Section 6. An ad hoc committee may 

be appointed by the presi¬ 
dent. 


ARTICLE X. FINANCE 

The Association will have the authority 
to establish the annual individual and in¬ 
stitutional dues. The Association in¬ 
vests in the Executive Committee full 
responsibility for accepting gifts, 

grants, or other income from appropriate 
sources. 


ARTICLE XL AMENDMENTS 

Proposed amendments will be submit¬ 
ted in written form to the secretary by a 
member at least ninety (90) days before 
the annual convention. The secretary 
will distribute such proposed changes in 
written form to all individual and institu¬ 
tional members at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the annual convention. Ratifica¬ 
tion of all changes of the Constitution 
will require two-thirds favorable vote 
from the members attending the 

business session of the annual conven¬ 
tion.

Medical Lab Program Scores High 


The Medical 

Laboratory Technology 
program at Wallace Col¬ 
lege is still one of the top 
courses in the country 
with students scoring in 
the top 11 out of 287 pro¬ 
grams nationally on the 
latest registry examina¬ 
tion. 

Results received just 
before Christmas for the 
August testing showing 
the college ranked in the 
top four percent in the 

nation. 

Mrs. Jean Jones, 
chairman of the depart¬ 


ment, said five Wallace 
College students were 
among the more than 
2,542 taking this na¬ 
tional exam. They were 
tested at the University 
of Alabama in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

These students main¬ 
tained Wallace’s 100 per¬ 
cent passing rate for 
graduates who have 
taken the exam in the 
last seven years. 

One student, James 
Casey of Dothan, had an 
individual score of 91 
percent, placing him in 


the top four percent of 
the students tested. 
Casey has accepted a 
position in the lab at 
Enterprise Hospital. 

Others who took the 
test were Mary Faye 
Bagwell of Echo, who is 
employed at Southeast 
Alabama Medical 
Center; Glenn Wellman 
of Ozark who is working 
at Wiregrass Hospital in 
Geneva; Alice Williams 
of Louisville who is 
working at Elba General 
Hospital; and Linda Cain 
of Enterprise, who is 


working in Florida. 

In this two-year pro¬ 
gram, students get their 
classroom work on cam¬ 
pus, then go to area 
hospitals for their 
laboratory work. 

Members of the class 
received their vital 
clinical training at 
Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center, Dale 
County Hospital in 
Ozark, Edge Memorial 
Hospital in Troy and Cof¬ 
fee General Hospital in 
Enterprise.

Jeff State Gets Pilot Grant 


Jefferson State Junior Col¬ 
lege continues to emphasize the 
Humanities in its curriculum. 
The college has recently receiv¬ 
ed a Pilot Grant from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Humanities, and with these 
funds hopes to counter the 
declining enrollment in tradi¬ 
tional humanities courses by 
stimulating students and faculty 
interest through an inter¬ 
disciplinary approach. 

This counter measure began 
in the fall of 1982 when Jeffer¬ 
son State began drawing in¬ 
structors for several disciplines 
as well as professional 
members of the community to 
aid in Humanities 101. Instruc¬ 
tors from music, social science 
and computer science shared 
their expertise with students 
along with a local architect and 
artist who were called upon to 
give lectures and class 

demonstrations. 

Jefferson State has set two 
major goals for the 1983-84 Pilot 
Project; the first, to develop a 
second Introduction to 
Humanities course, and the se¬ 
cond, to provide training for 
faculty members interested in 

teaching Humanities 101 and 
102 . 

Jefferson State instructors 
Dr. Linda Trucks of the Fine Arts 
Division, Dr. Jo Marshall and 
Ms. Aggie Pollock (project direc¬ 
tor) of the Language Arts Divi¬ 
sion are currently planning the 
details of Humanities 102 and 
ordering audio-visual materials 
to enhance the course. The 
course will include art, music, 
history, literature and 
philosophy. It will stress the 
relationship among the 
disciplines using as a unifying 
device -the theme “Humanities: 

Mirror of Human Emotions.” Dr. 

Trucks and Dr. Marshall will 
teach the humanities classes at 
Jefferson State this winter, oc¬ 
casionally exchanging or com¬ 
bining classes for special 
events such as the rehearsal of 


the Alabama Symphony Or¬ 
chestra. 

The Pilot Grant will also pro¬ 
vide for faculty development in 
interdisciplinary techniques 
through instructional seminars 
led by faculty and community 
experts. Two in-service 
workshops will be conducted by 
innovative authorities of 


Humanities 10i and 102. The 
first will be conducted by Louis 
Schlegel, director of an exten¬ 
sive humanities program at 
Valencia Community College in 
Orlando, Florida. This workshop 
will be held November 3 and 4, 
and the sessions will be open to 
all interested Jefferson State 
faculty members.

Rare Photos from National Geographic 



Picture this: a world where 
there is no divorce, no weapons, 
no traffic jams, and a word for 
war doesn’t exist. John Launois 
pictured it. While on an expedi¬ 
tion to the Phillipine Islands, 
Launois photographed a tribe of 
people called the Tasadays. 

The Tasaday tribe has existed 
with no knowledge of the out¬ 
side world for 500-2000 years in 
the remote mountain forest of 
the Phillipine Island of Min¬ 
danao, about 650 miles south of 
Manila. They live in caves and 
frequently move through the 
forest by swinging on vines. All 
their tools are made from stone, 
but no weapons exist. They do 
not hunt, but trap their prey, and 


they have no word for war. 

Launois’s photographs con¬ 
vey the tribe as a gentle people 
living in their own separate 
world. The photographs first ap¬ 
peared in a 1972 issue of Na¬ 
tional Geographic. Several of 
the pictures have been purchas¬ 
ed by Jefferson State JuniorCol- 
lege and are now on display in 
room 121 of Bethune-Deramus 
Hall. Jefferson State is one of 
the few educational institutions 
in the nation to have acquired 
the rights to create a display us¬ 
ing the Launois photographs. 

Accompanying the exhibit are 
captions which give more infor¬ 


mation and depth about the 
lives of the Tasadays. The three 
board display of pictures was 
made possible by a grant from 
the Jefferson State Budget 
Committee. Mary Whatley, Jeff 
State sociology istructor, con¬ 
ceived the idea of the display 
and wrote the proposal. The 
staff of the Instructional 
Developmental and Audiovisual 
Services section of the Learning 
Resources Center handled the 
acquisition and contractual 
agreements concerning the 
photographs. They also design¬ 
ed the display which was con¬ 
structed by the physical plant 
staff at Jefferson State.

Those touring with Mrs. Latta 
this summer included 14 
students at Jefferson State, who 
received from five to twenty 
hours of college credit. 
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
